An Important Industry and the Manner of 
Carrying It On. 

Fruit from the Mediterranean, says the 
Nen*York Telegram, is usually carried 
in "tramp" steamers, although there are 
one or two regular lines of steamers ply- 
ing between this port and the great 
orange growing centres of Southern 
Europe. The fruit is shipped in very 
large quantities, not infrequently as 
many as 30, 000 boxes of oranges and 
lemons being shipped in one vessel. 
Loag % voyages are oftener the 
rule than otherwise, as the vessel 
generally makes stops at all the fruit 
centres, seldom receiving a full cargo at 
any single port. Thus the fruit taken 
aboard at the first stopping place often 
lies in the vessel's hold for '&0 days. This 
is seldom injurious, as these vessels are 
not warm, the quantity of fuel necessary 
to propel them being small. All of the 
Mediterranean fruit is sold at auction, 
and when the vessel arrives! at this port 
the cargo is not discharged before the 
selling day decided upon by the con- 
signees of the fruit. The 'longshore 
men who engage in discharging the 
cargo of a fruiter must be intell'gent 
and thoroughly understand their busi- 
ness. The boxes, as they come from 
the vessel's hold, must be sorted, and a 
separate pile or tier made of each line 
or mark. This not only gives the job- 
bers a chance to see all of one line but 
also facilitates delivery. 

Several boxes of each line, according 
to the whole number in the line, are 
opened on the dock and shown as sam- 
1 1 :<-. Before the jobbers arrive at the 
deck and spoil it, the sight is a pretty 
one. The long and even rows of boxes 
standing on end, with the Uight col- 
ored tissue paper, with which the fruit 
is wrapped and the boxes lined, hanging 
over the sides, make a sight worth atrip 
along the dirty river front streets to 
Witness. To see it one must be on hand 
early, as when the prospective buyers 
arrive a transformation takes place. The 
boxes are hauled around, the fruit is dis- 
tributed and the handsome paper torn 
and trampled on. Until eleven o'clock 
the scene is an animated one, the jobbers 
going over the piles of boxes in a most 
thorough manner. Everything is noted, 
and on the margin of the catalogue he 
carries, the prospective buyer makes 
some hieroglyphics which no one else can 
understand, but when ho sits in the auc- 
tion rcom the littl; marks advise hun of 
his estimate of the value of the differ- 
ent lines. 

Oranges and lemons are sold at auc- 
tion in lots of twenty boxe3 and over. 
The buyer cannot select the boxes, 
but is compelled to take them 
just as they come. But, as fre- 
quently happens, some superior fruit 
will be found on one-half of the 
tier, the purchaser is permitted to elect 
from which end of a pile he will take his 
goods. This is all the selection a buyer 
is allowed. New Yorkers consume but 
a comparatively small quantity of the 
importation, a very large proportion 
being sent to inland cities Much of 
the fruit is sent over the border into 
Canada. Oftentimes before being 
shipped out of town the fruit must be 
thoroughly overhauled and' repacked. 
The trade in Valencia oranges and 
Malaga grapes is carried on in the same

trade almost to the exclusion of the 
Americans. The fruit importing busi- 
ness is not alone important to the 
merchant who engages in it, but to the 
United States is a very important indus- 
try. The government receives several 
million dollars annually in revenues from 
this business, a duty of twenty per cent, 
being charged. Every year the trade 
is growing, until now it is not improba- 
ble that another auction house will be 
opened to compete with the one already 
established, and which for many years 
has enjoyed a monopoly of the business.

FOE TUB FARM AND WARDEN. 

Lai-lntr Ducks. 

The ducks should be doing good ser- 
vice now, and if rightly fed limy will 
lay as many eggs as the hens. In feed- 
ing ducks do not give them too much 
grain to the exclusion of other foods. 
Cooked turnips, with a sinall quantity 
of ground meat added, and enough 
ground oats and cornmeal to make the 
mess palatable, will make a cheap meal 
and answer all purposes, but if they are 
laying well they should be fed three 
times a day, beginning early in the 
morning. They usually lay early in the 
day instead of at night, and come out 
for feed long before the sun is up. They 
must have animal food in some form or 
they will not lay well. 

Fattening Old Cows. 

fhe farmer who owns a good milch 
caw naturally desires to keep it for milk, 
if not for breeding, as long as possible. 
Tt will even pay to cut feed and mix it 
with meal for winter after her teeth are 
so far gone that she cannot masticate 
harder material. But when the end 
comes it is often better to sell her for 
what she will fetch than to fatten her. 
The amount of valuable feed required to 
put flesh on the frame of an old cow if 
given to a good milker would pay much 
better. The beef from old cows is not 
of the best quality, though there is great 
difference in this respect. That is the 
best which is fattened rapidly, and if it 
is desirable to fatten an old cow she 
should be fed all she will eat. Good 
cows are always voracious feeders and 
are less likely to suffer from indigestion 
than fattening heifers or steor3. 

To Prevent, gom Eating Tlieir Pigs. 

It frequently happens, as most swine 
growers have learned from experience, 
that sows, if left alone will devour their 
jroung. Breeding sows should be made 
i tame as possible by petting before the 
farrowing season. When this has not 
been neglected, and the man who has 
had the care of her is at hand at the 
time of farrowing, the pigs can gener- 
ally be saved by placing them to the 
teat as they are delivered, and keeping 
the mother lying quietly by scratching 
her gently. After they have taken a 
full meal the sow generally appears to 
have much more affection for them. 
It is said that the Germans pour a mix- 
ture of 15 grains of spirits of camphor 
and two grains of tinclu e of opium 
into one of the sow's ears when she 
shows an inclination toeat her pigs. She 
will then lis down upon the side re- 
ceiving the mixture and remain in a 
quiet stupor for several hours. Upon 
recovering she generally appears amia- 
ble and will not molest her young. 
Another method practised in that coun- 
try is to rub the pigs all over with 
brandy as soon as delivered, and also ap- 
plying the same to nose of the sow. The 
latter might prove a costly experiment 
in some sections of this country.

The feed- 
ing of grain or of a highly nitrogenous 
food is always dangerous when carried 
to excess. Thus we all know that if 
cow gets loose in the night and obtain! 
access to the grain bin injurious effects 
are very likely to follow, and we neve; 
think of calling the meal poisonous i; 
these cases. In like manner the over- 
feeding of cottonseed meal, one of the 
most valuable foods for the dairyman tc 
use (not to abuse), is apt to bo followed 
by injury." 
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Failures In Hatching the Bugs. 
It is often the case that when a hen 
has faithfully been on her nest for 
three weeks, and done all that is pos- 
sible to enable the eggs to produce 
chicks, that her efforts are fruitless, 
the eggs being worthless and infertile. 
Now, what many would wish to know is 
why the eggs did not hatch, especially 
as the hen did all she was competent 
to do. There are a number of causes 
that may be mentioned as likely to be 
in the way, but at this season, when the 
weather is cold, the difficulty is often 
due to the males being frosted on the 
combs. It may appear as an insignifi- 
cant matter to have the tips of the 
combs frozen, but to the bird it is very 
painful, as the tips frequently "rot" off. 
This debilitates the male, and he will 
keep away from the hens until the in- 
jured member is healed and he recovers 
his strength. If the hens are frosted 
they will cease to Jay until the combs 
are healed. Sometimes the causa of in- 
fertility may be that the male is not in 
full condition, or the hens may be very 
fat. When hens lay soft-shell eggs the 
chances are that the eggs with the hard 
shells will not hutch, as the occasional 
soft-shell eggs denote that the flock is 
out of condition. Do not put too many 
hens with the male, and do not rely on 
two males with a large flock, as they 
will quarrel and interfere with each other 
at every opportunity. 

Fed to Uenth. 
Director E. Lewis Sturtevant of the 
New York State Experiment Station, 
reporting as to the death of cows by 
overfeeding— instead of from poisoning, 
as was suspected by the inquirer — re- 
calls an item of personal experience 
which conveys a wholesale warning to 
beginners on the farm: "The constitu- 
tional character of cows differs grealy, 
and the practice of feeding which may 
te injudicious for the average cow may 
be apparently not productive of harm 
when applied to an animal of strong di- 
gestive powers. Thus in my own herd, 
in which a careful record was kept of 
the amount and character of the food 
or a series of years, it was found that 
while some cows could be fed eight 
quarts daily of cottonseed meal for a 
long period without apparent injury 
therefrom, yet the average feeding of 
this material could not be in 
excess of two quarts daily 
with other food. without

A gill of linseed meal fed daily to each 
cow or horse will keep the bowels in 
good condition and greatly promote the 
health.

If old hay be cut and moistened before 
being fed to horses there will be fewer 
animals suffering from heaves. Feedin 
(lusty materials is usually the cause of 
the difficulty. 

If your land is well underdrained you 
will often be able to plow while your 
neighbor who may not have under- 
drained is waiting for his ground to dry 
off before he can begin. 

It is an easy matter to have a garden 
so arranged as to cultivate it with s 
horse hoe, but the best results are usually 
obtained on small plots well manured 
and worked by hand. 

A mixture of equal parts of red pepper 
and Scotch snuff thrown into rat holes 
will cause the vermin to leave. Rats 
soon become suspicious of poison, and 
the mixture easily frightens them. 

Tiie overfeeding of any kind of breed 
ing stock is calculated to impair fertility 
and that species of thriftiness which 
prompts to activity and the full working 
powers of all the vital organs. 

A good sharp fodder cutter, used at 
every feeding, will save more than its 
C st, as well as pay for the labor of cut- 
ting every season. AH the coarse food 
should be passed through the fodder 
cutter.

Manuring land by plowing under 
some green crop, such as millet, buck- 
wheat, oats or peas, should bo the ob- 
ject of every farmer. Clover is also ex- 
cellent, and lime should be freely used 
at the same time. 

If the seed is good the cutting of pota- 
toes to pieces with two eyes should give 
good results. In cutting always en- 
deavor to leave as much of the tuber to 
the eyes as possible, as it serves as plant 
food in the early stages of growth. 

Do not try to keep geese unless all the 
conditions are favorable. Geese 
kept at a very small cost or they may en- 
tail loss, according to circumstances. A 
pond and pasture will enable them to 
secure their food -with but little aid. 

To secure good seed oats fill a large 
washtub two-thirds full of water, and 
pour in half a bushel of oats at a time. 
Skim off all the oats that do not sink to 
the bottom. Draw off the water and 
dry the seed, and the chances will be 
that every seed will sprout. 

The cheapest hog feed is said to be 
peas and sweet potatoes. The potatoes 
are boiled and pea-meal added. This 
claim, however, depends on the section 
of country and the price of corn. Where 
sweet potatoes are easily grown, how- 
ever, there is no food that excels that 
crop for fattening every class of stock. 

In an experiment with com a farmer 
put three hogs in separate pens. One ate 
3 1-2 bushels of corn on the ear in nine 
days and gained 19 pounds. The second 
ate in the same time 1 3-4 bushels of corn, 
coarsely ground, and gained 19 pounds. 
The third consumed in the same time 1 
bushel of boiled meal, and gained 22 
pounds. 

The earliest potatoes come from the 
hills that contain only one vine and 
tubers that are uniform. The largest 
yield is usually from two or three vines 
in the hill on rich ground, and they will 
vary in size, some being very small; but 
with only one vine to the hill there will 
bo more large potatoes, proportionately, 
but a smaller yield per acre.

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A Temple of Serpants. 

Tho small town of Werda, in the

City 
people are more subject to pulmonary 
disease than those of the country, and 
tiiis need not be; at least while there is 
so free -a circulation of pure air in the 
city, a better use conld be made of what 
there is. 

Sedentary employments are less favor- 
able than tho active kinds, yet tho man- 
ner and posture can work marked modi- 
fications. A dust laden atmosphere is tho 
most difficult evil to face. To environ 
the worker with a pure atmosphere is 
possible, but its execution is not so easy. 
Occupations that are classed as unhealth- 
ful can be made less so by properly un- 
derstanding and pracliciug tho laws of 
breathing.

AVe have often seen, in school and 
college annuals, tabic; giving the aver- 
ago weight,- height and mental attain-

TIJE FARM AN1> GARDEN. 

I'orennlal Vegetables. 

Asparagus, rhubarb and hor^ radish 
are the principal representatives of this 
class. Asparagus;, when once planted 
properly, will last almost forever. The 
principal condition for success with this 
plant is to give it plenty of room; a dis- 
tance of four feet each way is found best 
for field culture. In the garden we pre- 
fer a single row, with plants two feet 
apart, to planting in beds. Khubarb 
will also yield a crop for many years, but 
in most cases it is better to take up the 
plants and make a new bed or row every 
six or eight years. To have large, crisp 
stalks, cover each chirnp with two or 
three forkfuls of stable manure after the 
ground freezes in the fall. Horseradish 
in the family garden is generally left to 
take care of itself, but if first-class roots 
are desired, it. should bo treated like an 
annual and replanted every spring. 
— [American Agriculturist, 

Potash Fertilizers. 

Of late years potash fertilizers for 
fruit, and especially for peach trees, 
have attracted the attention of prominent 
fruit-growers in various sections of the 
country. Dr. Gocssmann, of the Massa- 
chusetts Experiment Station, has experi- 
mented with potash as a preventive to 
yellows in the peach for a number of 
years, and the results of his experiments 
are worthy of the consideration they are 
everywhere receiving. In his late report 
Prof. Goessmann states that a chemical 
examination of the fruit and the young 
branches of the peach affected by the 
yellows, disclosed the fact that they con- 
tained a large amount of lime and more 
phosphoric acid than fruits aud young 
branches from healthy trees — a condition 
recognized by Dr. R. C. Kedzie, 
of Michigan. Dr. Goessmann also 
states that a repeated application of 
muriate of potash, in connection with 
judicious pruning, restored the affected 
trees to vigorous growth, and the now 
branches and fruit to a normal amount 
of potash, lime and phosphoric acid, and 
the excess of lime disappeared. He also 
states that the treatment of peach trees 
with muriate of potash has been carried 
out in various localities with encourag- 
ing results, and he recommends more 
extended trials. 

Experiments have also demonstrated 
that potas'.i fertilizer.! have decidedly im- 
proved the quality of fruits by increas- 
ing the saccharine and decreasing the 
The fact that the quality and 
character of orchard products can be 
modified by special fertilizers is of im- 
mense practical importar.ee to farmers 
and odds another to the long list of 
benefits derived from the study and re- 
search of our scientific workers in agri- 
culture. 

Economic Way of Raisins Potatoes. 

A most successful way of raising pota- 
toes in the South, the American Agricul- 
turist says, is by planting them in what 
is called a "lazy bed," which is done by 
applying manure very heavily in the 
rows and then covering the whole bed 
with straw, leaves, corn-stalks, or any 
coarse litter. By this plan, no working 
or weeding is required antl the growth is 
not stopped by the first hot, dry 
weather, as the ground is kept cool and 
moist, which greatly increases the yield 
of the potatoes and make them of much 
better quality. 

A good plan, by which several objects 
are combined, is to select a field which 
is to be sown to wheat next fall, and 
fence in as much as will make a good- 
sided feeding lot for cows and sheep. In 
this enclosure feed all of the corn-stalk--. 
The following spring take the adjoining 
land for potatoes; plow well; then 
lay off three or four rows at 
a time on the side furtherest from 
the cow-pen. Make the furrows 
deep; drop the potatoes at good dis- 
tances apart, and till the furrow entirely 
up with coarse manure, keeping on in 
this way until all are planted. The ob- 
ject in planting only a few rows at a 
time is to avoid running the manure 
wagon over the furrows, as this would 
destroy them. After the field is all 
planted, rake with a hay or stalk-rake 
the stalks from the cow-pen on the po- 
tato plot, so that the covering will be a 
foot thick after settling. This is all 
that is needed until harvest, when the 
stalks arc raked from the potatoes and 
thinly spread over the wheat field, to be 
plowed under. The potatoes can be 
gathered without digging, as they will 
either be on the top of the ground or in 
the loose manure. In the South, pota- 
toes raised in this way may be left in the 
ground all winter and gathered in per- 
fect condition in the spring. 

The conditions of success with method 
are, to use plenty of manure and to have 
the mulch at leaat a foot thick. Noth- 
ing is so good for a mulch as corn-stalks, 
and in raising potatoes in a garden, the 
stalks may be railed on the edge of the 
patch in gathering, and may be used for 
several years. 

Farm and Garden Notes. 

A writer in Gardening Illustrated says 
he has found sulphide of potassium an 
efficient remedy for mildew on the straw- 
Sulphur and old tobacco leaves burned 
in the poultry house, the house being 
closed pcrfe ctly tight, will clean out the 
red lice. 



To properly keep straw and hay in 
stacks, the stacks must bo so constructed 
as to shed water. 

A contemporary suggests that a cow 
can be easily led by a halter which com- 
mands her nose, but with difficulty by a 
rope around her horns. 

The more rapidly air is brought into 
cantact with cider the faster the latter 
turns into vinegar. Draw out a little 
cider daily and return it to the barrel, if 
for vinegar. 

Even two or three feeds of cooked tur- 
nips or potatoes each week is better than 
to omit such food altogether. It is va- 
riety that promotes health and keeps the 
stock in condition. 

It is remarked that the agriculture ol 
all countries which produce large num- 
bers of live stock is in a flourishing con- 
dition. They arc rather buyers that 
sellers of forage grains. 

As a sow's litter improves in size and 
quality as the dam becomes older, and 
their milk usually increases, it is better 
to keep old sows for breeding than to 
fatten them for pork. 

It is an easy matter to have a garden 
so arranged as to cultiv ate it with a 
horse hoe, but the best results are usual- 
ly obtained on small plots well manured 
and worked by hand. 

One of the best supplementary feeds 
with corn fodder is wheat bran. Usually 
it can be bought cheaply at this season, 
and is even better in the winter as a sup- 
plementary feed for cows. 

If potatoes bo kept in cellars which 
have damp bottoms they should be 
stowed in shallow bins, raised slightly 
above the cellar bottoms. They keep 
best in cool, well-drained, underground 
cellars. 

Sheep in the field seek the highest 
knolls for sleeping places. These are 
generally poor, but sheep will soon en- 
rich them. The grass is sweeter there, 
and the sheep are most healthy in such 
localities. 

Rules for easy subjugation of Canads 
thistles are plentiful, but not practical. 
Every attempt to eradicate this weed 
must be continued throughout the en- 
tire season of growth, or it will fail 
almost surely, and all its cost will be 
wasted. 

No thrifty fanner will permit coarse 
weeds, thistles, briars or bushes of any 
kind to grow by the roadside adjoining 
his fields. One or two days' work each 
year for two or three years with a stout 
bush scythe will cause these unprofitable 
varieties of vegetation to give place to 
valuable grasses. 

The great flow of milk of cows is truly 
artificial. In a state of nature the cow 
gives only the necessary quantity to 
sustain the calf. The greater and long- 
er yield of milk is the result of better 
treatment and longer manipulation of 
the teats. Hence to increase the yield 
of milk fed and milk well. 

It is asserted that a mixture of lime in 
clay soils has the effect of making them 
porous and friable, hence by such treat- 
ment they are made more workable and 
are fitted for nourishing the life of 
plants. Clays that harden into solid 
lumps after a shower of rain are little 
better than rocks, in so far as the food 
of plants is concerned. 

A writer in the Farm and Fruit Grow- 
er advises against the planting of fruit 
trees, especially peaches, near together, 
saying from twenty to twenty-two feet 
is not too far apart. He claims the 
wider planting makes better shaped 
trees, with better access of air and sun- 
shine, while the tree has a greater area 
from which to draw root supplies. 

J. A. Smith of Collinsville, Conn., set 
a barrel in a hole in his garden last fall, 
leaving about ten inches above tho 
ground, filled it with russets, left it un- 
headed, merely placing over it a cover 
of sheet iron to exclude the scow and 
rain. The middle of March they were 
found nearly all perfectly sound and in 
better condition than apples stored in 
the cellar. 

Farms in some sections of Pennsylva- 
nia maintain the fertility of their soils 
by applying 100 bushels of slaked lime 
to the acre once in five years. It is said 
that fields which have been subjected to 
this treatment for the past 100 years, are 
as productive now as when the experi- 
ment was first tried. This application 
depeuds for its value much upon the 
original character of the soil. 

The following preparation applied to 
the surface will prevent any rusting on 
plows or any other metal surfaces: Melt 
one ounce of resin in a gill of linseed oil, 
and when hot mix with two quarts of 
kerosene oil. This can be kept on hand 
and applied in a moment with a brush 01 
rag to the metal surface or any tool thai 
is not going to be used for a few days, 
preventing any rust, and saving much 
vocation when the time comes to use it 
again. ^^^^^^

A Monastic Navy. 

According to a Russian newspaper, an 
engineer has just, arrived at, Moiala. in 
Sweelcn, to take over a steamer thai is 
being built for the monks of Solovetsk. 
This vessel will make the sixth steamer 
belonging to the monks, who use them to 
convey to their monastery the 30,000 pil- 
grims that annually repair to the place. 
The monastery is situated on the largest 
of the three islands forming the Solo- 
vetsk group. The island measures (if I ecu 
miles in length by ten in breadth, and is 
only accessible from the middle of May 
until the middle of September. During 
this period steamers owned by the monks 
run regularly to Archangel and back, 
charging very little for the double voy- 
age, and, in the case of very poor pil- 
grims, nothing at all. Each pilgrim, 
moreover, according to ancient custom, 
is boarded and lodged for nothing at an 
inn belonging to the monastery. Besides 
its shrine, Solovetsk is famous for its 
mines of talc, large quantities of which 
are exported to Russia and abroad. A 
peculiar feature about tho Solovetsk 
steamers is that they are all manned by 
monks and commanded by monastic cap- 
tains. The mainmast of each steamer is 
surmounted by a golden cross. In the 
time of Peter the Great the walls of the 
monastery were defended by ninety can- 
non, and during a rebellion against the 
government, sustained a siege of two 
years. 1 luring the Crimean war the monks 
slaim to have driven off the English fleet 
by firing some of the, old cannon remain- 
ing, and marching in procession round 
the monastery walls. Although the licet 
owned by the monks does not pay ex- 
penses, the offerings of the pilgrims make 
up for the loss, the monastery being one 
of the wealthiest in Russia. At present 
the number of monks exceeds two hun- 
dred.

A few years later these gems 
were actually discovered by Humboldt 
and Rose, on the west side of the Uraliau 
chain, in the gold bearing alluvium on 
the banks of the river Adolfskoi, several 
feet above a stratum containing fossil re- 
mains of the mammoth, which has led 
some eminent scientists to conclude that 
the diamond of this region was formed 
since the extermination of this gigantic 
mammal. Since their first discovery 
these precious stones have been found 
scattered along Vac western declivity of 
lire Urals, but not in large numbers "as in 
the mines of South America and South 

There is no country of modern times, 
unless it be Persia or Brazil, that has a 
more extensive collection of diamonds, 
and so many of remarkable size and 
beauty, than Russia, many of them ob- 
tained by conquest, treaty, purchase or 
inheritance. The display of wealth in 
this gem at the London exposition of 
1851 was unsurpassed. Among the ex- 
hibits from that country were a magnifi- 
cent diamond comprising 1811 brilliants, 
1713 rose diamonds, 11 very fine opals, 
and 67 rubies, besides a bouquet of dia- 
monds made in imitation of the elegan- 
tine and the lily of the valley, and a 
wreath of diamonds representing the 
bryony bearing pear-shaped emeralds. 
It is reported that a splendid necklace 
of twenty-two large brilliants, with pen- 
dants composed of fifteen diamonds of 
large size, forms one of the treasures of 
the Winter Palace. —[Jewelers' Weekly. 

Perspiring Hands. 

R. N., of Detroit, writes to the Jew- 
elers' Weekly: "There is no general 
remedy for perspiring hands. A uumbcr 
of them have been suggested, among 
others the application of cold water, but 
all these are apt to endanger health. I 
always was troubled with perspiring 
hands, and, although I employed every 
remedy I heard of or could think of, I 
am still troubled with them. All articles 
of steel or iron which I touched with my 
fingers were sura to rust next day, and 
during my apprenticeship my employer 
made it a rule that I should touch no 
watch parts, whether largo or small, 
with bare fingers; and, when I could not 
avoid doing so, I had to rub the parts at 
once with an oiled rag. In the same 
manner did he insist, that I rub all my 
bench tools with an oiled rag every 
evening before I laid them away, to 
which I am now so accustomed that I do 
it regularly from force of habit. I find the 
practice an excellent one, for my tools 
and utensils always remain bright and 
clean, and many of my fellow-workers 
consider them new and still unused. 
Thus, owing to the diligent use of the 
oiled rag, the perspiring of my hands 
has no baneful effects.

FOR THE FARM AND GARDEN. 

I>estroyiiig KuDtoisli in Gardens. 

. Gardens are commonly visited very 
early by the various kinds of noxious in- 
sects that destroy the vegetables grown 
in them. One reason for this is that 
they remain dormant in their hiding- 
places under weeds, pieces of boards or 
clods of manure. It is a common prac- 
tice to change the garden spot occasion- 
ally, so that the plants when they appear 
will not be immediately disturbed by 
their insect enemies. The better plan is 
to remove all the weeds, litter and rub- 
bish from gardens. Then late in the fall 
plow the soil, leaving it as loose as pos- 
sible, and some time during the winter 
cover libA-ally with manure. Tnis will 
give plenty of time for the soluble fer- 
tility of the manure to leach into and 
be incorporated with the soil. 

A correspondent of the Rural New 
Yorker, after careful experiments, gives 
the following estimate of the value of 
the manure made by a fowl in one year: 
The average full grown fowl consumes 
in a year the following quantity of food 
or its equivalent: 56 pounds of corn, 30 
pounds of wheat, 23 pounds of bran and 
an unknown quantity of hay in winter, 
grass in summer, bugs, worms, ground 
shells, bone, lime, broken crockery, 
gravel stones, etc. The following table 
gives the value of manure from 100 
pounds of each of the above-named 
grain foods: Corn, 33 cents; wheat, 35 
cents; bran, 73 cents. Thus we have, 
leaving out fractions, from 56 pounds of 
corn, manure valued at 18 cents; from 
30 pounds of wheat, 10 cents, and 
from 25 pounds of bran, 18 cents — 
total 40 cents, to say nothing of. all 
the other articles consumed. The waste 
need not be more than with any other 
stock. With me it is less, for I have 
learned the value of the manure, and 
am careful to save and properly store 
it. For corn and many other crops, it 
has equaled Peruvian guano, pound for 
pound, on my farm. 
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heap of horse manure, covered with a 
few inches of soil, and then taken up 
and set in the hills where they are ready 
to grow. Some farmers plant large fields 
in this way. It makes eon-iderable 
extra labor to do this, as the sprouted 
pieces must be taken up and handled 
very carefully to prevent breaking off of 
the sprouts or roots, and must be set in 
their places by hand. Those who have 
tried it claim that the extra prices paid 
for the earliest potato in the market will 
pay for this extra labor. They also 
claim another advantage in getting the 
crops out of the way before haying and 
in season to put in a second crop upon 
the same land, which is an object where 
land is high priced and gardens arc 
small. liny gardeners upon such lands 
claim that they would make no profit if 
they only grew one crop in a season upon 
their gardens, and often contrive to grow 
three, by having one planted aud par- 
tially grown before the other is removed. 
The farmer who has plenty of land usu- 
ally considers that it takes more manure 
and labor to grow two crop3 upon one 
acre than it does to cultivate two acres. 

Maintaining the Iferttlity of Soils. 
There are a few rules in regard to main- 
taining fertility which should be fol- 
lowed. One is that all the unsold or 
unfed portions of crops should, if possi- 
ble, be returned to the soil upon which 
they grew, or an equivalent should be 
returned. Thus, if wheat is raised, the 
grain sold and the straw composted with 
the dung of animals, we form a manure 
which returns much that was removed 
by the crop. If the straw be partly or 
wholly fed to animals, still a large por- 
tion naturally finds its way back to the 
soil. A portion of the plant food sup- 
ply of the soil is irrecoverably lost in the 
grain sold, in the bones of the animals, 
in the milk sold off the farm, etc. But 
we can calculate very nearly what this 
loss is and make it good at small expense 
if we do not delay too long. It is much 
better to feed than to sell hay and straw, 
because the tax upon the soil is so much 
less, and whoever does sell these pro- 
ducts should surely plan to buy ferti- 
lizers to make good his drafts upon the 
soil. Near cities it is always easy to buy 
stable manure, and this is ordinarily the 
most economical. The hay, grain and 
straw are thus returned, the loss is not 
only made good, but the condition of 
the land is improving all the time, for 
this is the natural result of tillage. 
— [American* Agriculturist. 

.Economy ami Wnste. 

Most farmers claim to be economical, 
and doubtless they think they are; but 
when one comes to think of the vast 
amount of money invested in machinery 
which goes to ruin every yea" simply be- 



cause of lack of proper care, he musl 
conclude that, no matter how economi- 
cal the average farmer is, in some respects, 
in others he is recklessly wasteful. 

Go through any neighborhood and 
you will see plows and harrows and cul- 
tivators standing in the field where thej 
were last used. All through our western 
country, you will see reapers, mowers, 
and threshing machines left out-of doors 
all winter. Wagons seldom have shelter. 
Any one who has ever looked into the 
matter knows that exposure to the ele- 
ments does more to spoil a machine than 
all the wear it gets in doing 
its work. It seems strange 

that hard Working men, men who 
pride themselves on their prudence and 
economy, will allow so much valuable 
property to go to waste because of nog. 
lect and carelessness. It is that, and not 
ignorance, which brings about so much 
damage to farm machinery yearly. 

Every farmer should have a shod, at 
least — a building enclosed on all sides 
would be better — under which to store 
machinery when not in use. He should 
make it a point to have everything 
brought to this shelter. It will not only 
bo protected in a great degree from the 
weather, but it will be where he "knows 
where it is" when he wants to use it. If 
he will treat the wood-work to a coat of 
paint occasionally, and go over the 
metal parts with oil, he will be invest- 
ing money and labor to most excellent 
advantage. In this way he can save 
enough on his machinery in one year to 
pay for a good shed. — [Our Couutry 

How to Use Salt. 

A correspondent of the Country Gen- 
tleman is authority for the following: 
Salt should not be used on cold, heavy 
or moist soils, and if anyone docs, he 
will be disappointed in the result, as its 
tendency is to keep the ground cool and 
moist. It will do such soil more harm 
than good. 
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and tender plants of any kin 
be very sure to kill them. 

Judgment should be employed in using 
I'hiiik, indeed I know, that somse men 
do not use any. I had a friend in Stark 
who heard mc in a lecture recommend 
salt on onion beds, when I strictly urged 
that it should be dragged or worked in 
before the seed was sown ; but forget- 
ting what I said, or thinking it would 
make no difference, he did not salt until 
the onions were about two inches high, 
and it killed them all; which ho laid to 
me, and meant to give me a fearful 
scolding, but sowing another root crop 
that turned out splendidly, he gave up 
the scolding. Had he waited until the 
tops were as big as a large pipe-stem, ho 
might have covered the ground an inch 
deep, and his onions would have done 

Onions should be sown on the same 
ground year after yea-, as they continue 
to improve. The.e are yards a hundred 
years old, and their yield would aston- 
ish the common grower. The tops when 
cut off should be scattered over the 
ground (do not leave them in lumps), as 
they make the best food for the growing 
onions; then sow salt, and then put on 

coat of manure. 

I do not think salt is much of a fertil- 

er in itself, though plants take it up, 
! you can tell by tasting and by the 
stiffening and glazing of straw of a plant 
grown in salted ground. I think it acts 
upon and assimilates the gross matter 
in the soil so as to make it available 
food. 

Having a hill-side pasture which could 
not be easily ploughed, I thought I 
would try salt, which I did on one-half 
of it, casting on also what little wood 
ashes 1 had, and the result was surpris- 
ing. It killed all the weeds but the 
thistles, and caused a rapid- and great 
growth of grass, and I doubt if one of 
my horses, cattle or sheep went on the 
unsalted part to feed during the whole 
season. The next season I sowed the 
other part in the same way, and so on 
for two or three years, until thoroughly 
redeemed. 

Wheat, grass, onions, potatoes, and 
most root crops will stand a ton and a 
half to the acre, though it is not neces- 
sary to use this quantity, as they will 
thrive well with less.

The Bird's Nest Swiftlet. 

The true edible bird's nest swiftlet i3 
a native of Ceylon and the Malay region, 
arid it builds in caves where materials 
for architecture are necessarily scanty, ov 
on sea cliffs of inaccessible height.' 
More than most other swifts, this tropi- 
cal species is a confirmed high-flyer, hawk- 
ing for its food around the summits of 
the mountains and much indisposed to 
settle on the ground on any pretext. 
Hence it ha3 learned to carry to the 
furthest/ possible limit the family habit; 
of making a nest quite literally, "all out 
of its own head," without the slightest 
extraneous aid of any sort. 

The best and cleanest nests, which 
fetch the highest price, are composed 
entirely of pure mucus from the salivary 
glands. The material in its hardened 
state is brittle, fibrous, white and trans- 
parent, "very like pure gum arable, or 
even glass," and the inner lining consists 
of nothing but small soft feathers. In- 
ferior nests, which command a smaller 
price in the Chinese markets, are com- 
posed in part of dry grasses, hair and 
down, welded together by the fibrous 
gummy secretion. Iu short, as Mr. 
Darwin bluntly puts it, "lire Chinese 
make soup of dried saliva." This sounds 
horrid enough, to be sure, but when we 
ourselves give up coloring jellies with 
defunct cochineal insects, it will be time 
for us to cast the first stons- at the Orien- 
tal cuisine.

A BIG FISH MARKET. 

Where the Fishing Smacks 
Unload in the Metropolis. 

Methods of Unloading and Disposing of the 
Daily Cargoes of Pish. 

The great maw of the metropolis is 
insatiable, says Harper's Weekly. It is 
ever hungry, and cries for bread, beef, 
fish. One of New York's feeders is the 
slip on the Bast River at' the foot of Ful- 
ton street, just back of tho wholesale fish 
market. It is here that the smacks and 
fishing vessels find their berths, and the 
fish they bring are at once disposed of in 
the market. For convenience sake, so 
that certain fish, such as cod, can be al- 
ways had fresh, and even alive, each 
dealer in the market has his quota of 
floating boxes in which fish can be kept. 
At certain seasons of the year the fish 
captured are placed in what are called 
"wells" in the smacks themselves. The 
"wells" are built into the smacks, and 
sea-water has free entrance into these 
wells. As the fisherman catches a cod, 
if the fish is not hurt by the hook, he 
tosses it into the well, and the cod thus 
imprisoned can be brought in good condi- 
tion to New York alive. This is, however, 
only possible in cool weather, for though 
sea currents are cold, the slip in New 
York contains a warmer water, and fish 
die. The presence of small floating ice 
in the water also kills the cod. At 
such times, during the summer, when 
cod could not be kept alive in the boxes, 
turtle take their places. Steamers com- 
ing with green turtle from the Florida 
coast and the West Indies often will 
bring more turtle than the market can 
use, and the surplus is put away in theie 

In the slip may be seen the trimmest 
craft to be found in any fishing service. 
A good smack must not only have solidi- 
ty, but must be fast. She must be able 
to withstand the heaviest gales, and 
when loaded, to be quick iu reaching a 
market. As she carries perishable goods, 
the sooner she gets rid of her cargp the 
better it is for her. Sometime: 
hours' difference a,s to time may 
the profit of the boat 25 per cent., some- 
times 50 per cent. Fishing smacks 
never stay long in port. To unload takes 
but a short time, and the catch being 
placed in the hands of the fish dealers, 
away she goes to set her trawls or hand- 
lines again. It is not New York alone 
which consumes the fish brought to this 
dock. Cod, haddock, herring, blue 
fish, flounders, sheep's-head, every 
variety of fish, are sent from here to the 
neighboring states. The products of 
the sea are exchanged for those caught 
in fresh waters. 

The railroads bring their quota of fish 
from all parts of the United States to 
the great centre of demand, which is 
New York, and there may bo seen at 
times, side by side on tho same stall, 
the salmon of both the Atlantic and Pa- 
cific coasts; and though between the 
Columbia river and the' Penobscot there 
may be many thousands of miles, if the 
life history of the Salmo salar and S. 
quinnat were known, both fish might 
have been caught on the same day, with- 
out any disparagement as to their fresh- 
ness. When tho market is a brisk one, 
this dock presents a very lively aspect. 
The fish are put in baskets and carried 
rapidly into the market. All is bustle 
and confusion. The fishermen who tho 
day before have been setting their 
trawls off Sandy Hook, end have been 
doing their best to arrive in good time 
at New York, have now no cessation of 
labor. The quicker they discharge the 
better. Decks usually kept clean be- 
come dirty and slimy. But now the last 
of tho fish are disposed of, and it is 
work, again totidy up things. The stores 
are all ready for another trip, and now 
the smack gets out of the ruck, slips 
iLto the stream, and sails away through 
the Narrows or up the Sound, intent on 
catching another load of fish, or "fare," 
asitis called. And so an unending 
series of fish are being landed at this 
same dock in New York, and hungry 
humanity still craves for more and more. 
— [Harper's Weekly. 

An Amusing Difficulty. 

There are many funny things in New 
York boarding houses, as most people 
know or believe, says a writer in the 
Brooklyn Citizen. But I am told that 
among the most amusing incidents are 
those afforded by establishments where 
Japanese students are domiciled. Hun- 
dreds of these young men are in New 
York in attendance at tho various acada- 
mies and colleges, private and public. 
They have been sent here to get an 
"American" education, and most of 
them have taken the higher branches of 
mathematics and engineering. Few of 
them seem to care for the classical course 
or for any language but English. The 



funny part of their life is learning to go 
up and down stairs. It seems that in 
most parts of Japan, particularly the 
rural regions, stairways are unknown. 
The houses, too, are seldom more than 
two stories high, and access to the upper 
floor is almost universally had by means 
of a ladder, up which the Japanese run 
like sailors. Hence, when these young 
men come to New York and are lodged in 
boarding houses their apartments are 
generally in the third or fourth story. To 
reach their rooms they are compelled at 
first to go up very cautiously and with 
the aid of the balustrade. Some do not 
even hesitate to go up, cat fashion, on 
all fours, from step to step. The trou- 
ble is that they have not learned to bal- 
ance the body so as to ascend and de- 
scend the same as we do. Our agility 
in going up and down stairs is really an 
acrobatic feat, but xvo are unconscious 
of it because we have practised it from 
childhood. Now, the young Japanese 
are determined to perform this feat, and 
I am told that they often spend hours in 
the most persevering practice to acquire 
so simple an accomplishment. You can 
fancy what a ludicrous scene they make. 
They soon learn to go up the stairs. It's 
the coming down which gives them 
trouble. When the novice essays to come 
down stairs his companions watch and 
guy him as ho totters in the effort to 
keep an upright, position. When, for 
any reason, he is in a hurry, he has to do 
the sailor act and come down on. all 

Whales. 

We read in an article on whales that 
in the winter season they are not seen in 
the Aictic Ocean, an account of the se- 
verity of the cold. Like the birds, they 
seek a more southern latitude. They are 
fouud along the southern coast of Cali - 
fornia, but as they have not appeared on 
the Florida coast as yet, we judge that 
they have not learned of the incompar- 
able advantages of that state as a winter 

People residing on the shows of the 
Arctic Ocean must miss the whales in the 
winter season, and it is doubtful whether 
the companionship of the white po'ar 
bear can recomp inse them _ for his ab- 
sence. For the whale is a social animal. 
He is the orator of the ocean, being tho 
only fish that spouts. He learned it in 
his schools. He is very tender-hearted, 
and is so attached to whalers that ho will 
give up his life to them and blubber, 
which serves to sperm up to the high- 
est endeavor. 

Whales seem to have tho sense of 
right and wrong, for a right whale is 
always right. When a whaling crew is 
thrown into the air, together with their 
boat, by the leviathan they aro seeking 
to harpoon, that shows that they have 
tackled the wrong whale. — [Sifting?. 

The Delusion Abjut Snakes' "Stings.' 
It is popularly supposed that snakes 
keep all their poison in their "sting," 
and that the stin^ enters the body of 
the person stung, aad this communicates 
the poison. This is a mistake for two 
reasons. First, because the snake has no 
sting at all, and socond, because tho 
poison is formed and kept in a gland 
near the eye until used. The snake does 
not sting; he bites. When he bites, the 
teeth act as a transmitter, carrying tho 
poison from the gland in the snake's 
head to the flesh of the being bitten. A 
scorpion, wasp or bee lias a sting. The 
thing which in a sna'te is called a sting 
is simply a tongue. This tongue assists 
in producing the noise which is called 
hissing. It performs other functions, 
also, but it never has caused and never 
can cause the slightest injury to the flesh 
of any living thing with which it has 
come or will come in contact. The ex- 
act location of the poison gland is just 
back of and below tho eye on each side 
of the head. The poison is a thin yellow 
fluid, resembling the white of eggs. This 
is the color of the' poison of all known 
serpents. — [Globe Democrat. 

Wild Geese in a King.

Why Wo Have Two Ears. 

Dr. Williams of St. Louis, thus ex- 
plains tho necessity of having two cars:

Skim Milk «or Cow». 

There are many times in butter dairies 
where the most profitable use of skim- 
med milk is to feed it again to the cow 
which has given it. The milk, after the 
cream has been taken from it, retains the 
elements that most cows find deficient in 
their food. With plenty of grain the 
cow can easily supply the carbon or fat- 
forming elements of her milk, provided 
she can get the caseine and albuminous 
portions which the skim- milk furnishes. 
It is the drain of these that hurts cows 
most, and they should be supplied, if 
not in skim milk, then in some other food 
equally nutritious. 

Mixing Feed for Stock. 
It is well known that a variety of food 
for stock is better than any one kind, 
partly for the reason that no one food 
contains the full elements of nutrition 
in their right proportions. But with 
ruminants giving variety is not enough. 
They will do better if the different kinds 
are mix;d before feeding, that all may 
come up and be remasticated. Neither 
the full benefit of hay or grain is secured 
by feeding separately. It is commonly 
supposed that the- loss is chiefly in the 
grain, which is too hastily and greedily 
swallowed to be thoroughly digested. 
But there is also a loss in the less palat- 
able forage, which being eaten with little 
relish does not take with it enough saliva 
to make sure of its thorough digestion. 
Whatever is eaten with good appetite 
does most good, though this rule is of 
scarcely any practical importance to any 
except human beings. Dumb animals 
never eat unless they are hungry, and 
their hunger is for what has most nutri- 
tion instead of dainties to tempt the 
palate.— | Cultivator. 

Preserving E«rs, 

As the warm season advances and 
Dggs become cheaper, many will be in- 
terested in the best modes of preserving 
them until there is a rise in prices. We 
might easily recommend a dozen meth- 
ods, but which is the best cannot safely 
be answered. Although solutions of 
lime, salt and alkaline substances have 
been used, as well as certain acids and 
antiseptics, yet no single process has 
met the demand of the poultryman as 
infallible. To properly preserve eggs 
they must be strictly fresh, a rule which 
must be rigidly enforced, but which is 
impossible if they are handled by several 
persons. This precaution is necessary 
because a single stale egg will often 
spoil all. Then, again, they should be 
from hens not in company with cocks, 
as infertile eggs will keep three times 
as long as will those suitable for 
batching. All these precautions are 
necessary in the beginning; and next 
they should be stored in, a cool place, 
in boxes or on racks, and turned three 
times a week so as to change the posi- 
tions of the yolks, which sometimes 
stick to the shells. No liquids or other 
preserving compounds are necessary. 
Simply sell your roosters, be sure the 
eggs are fresh, place them on racks 
without anything around the eggs, turn 
them three times a week, keep them in a 
cool cellar, and they will remain fresh 
for six months.— [Chicago Herald. 



ports, some hundreds of acres being oe\ 
cupied by watermelons alone. The 
grower of melons, as well as of cab- 
bages, etc., finds that bis greatest obsta- 
cle to success is in the attack of the cut- 
worms. Various devices have been pro- 
posed to ward off their attacks, but 
among these, none appears to be so sen- 
sible or so effective, as that devised by 
Doctor A. Oomler, author of "Truck 
Farming for the South." Doctor Oemler 
kills off the cut-worms before the plants 
appear. Upon his watermelon fields he 
sets poison traps at about fifteen feet 
apart each way. These "traps" are 
cabbage or turnip leaves, which have 
been moistened on the concave side, and 
then dusted with a mixture of Paris 
green with twenty parts of flour. These 
leaves are placed over the fields, poisoned 
side down, at the distances above stated, 
before the plants appear. — [American 
Agriculturist. 

Fin. 11 and Warden .Notes. 

Corn that is in the leastdegree affected 
by rust should never be used. 

It is better to spread manure as it is 
hauled out than to dump it in heaps on 
the field. 

Quiet a kicking cow simply by putting 
a strap in her mouth and bu.ck'ing it 
tightly behind her horns. 

Onions go in the ground very early, 
and the best crops are secured only on 
rich and well prepared soil. 

Avoid strong food with your breeding 
sows, as it inflames the blood and pro- 
duces a feverish condition. 

Tree planting for profit or for adorn- 
ment requires cares and discrimination, 
as much as raising crops or flocks and 
herds. 

Look out for a big crop of thistles 
this year on ground where thistles stood 
thinly last year, and were allowed to go

Old-Timn Wisdom. 

Oats and peas are an old-time crop 
which is being revived nowadays. Our 
fathers knew all about economy, and al- 
so were welt acquainted with industry. 
They wanted everything to count for 
tho most. They knew the value of oats 
and peas for the swine and for all other 
stock. When cut before getting over- 
ripe, this crop is most excellent fodder 
and it may be turned to a profitable ac- 
count to cut when the peas are still 

When cured at this stage no hay can 
be equal to the oat and pea straw for 
calves, cows, or sheep, and the hogs will 
live well on it. If the meadows do not 
promise enougli hay, put in a crop of 
oats and peas, and have fodder enough; 
our plan is to make the ground mellow, 
fertilize it well on the surface with barn- 
yard manure, or phosphate, and put in 
broadcast two bushels of oats and one of 
peas to the acre, covering with a culti- 
vator. They can ba cut with a mowing 
machine and cured the same as hay, 
the ground having been rolled at seed 
time. This kind of fodder will be grand 
to make milk in the winter. It the grain 
is allowed to ripen, the straw will be 
good once a day for the cows, and ex- 
cellent for the sheep. The grain makes 
a complete ration and there is no better 
food for swine to make good pork, beef 
mutton, or milk. The seed may be sown 
with a drill.— [Our Country Home. 

The Mischievous CHI- Worms. 

Some of them ascend trees, shrubs and 
other plants in their destructive work, 
while most of them confine their opera- 
tions to the surface and work their mis- 
chief by cutting off young and tender 
plants even with the ground. Their 
work is done at night, and, as daylight 
approaches, they hide themselves in holes 
in the ground. Cabbage, when first set 
out, and lettuce and other plants of the 
garden up to the squashes, and other 
plants of the farm are attacked by them. 
Growing muskmelons and watermelons 
[or Northern markets is now an import- 
industry in the Southern states, especi- 
llly within easy rench of the shipping 



Sulphur and old tobacco leaves burned 
in the poultry house, the house being 
closed perfectly tight, will clean out the 
red lice. 

In making gardens, remove all weeds 
and other rubbish and burn them, to 
destroy various kinds of noxious insects 
and larval. 

Save all the wood ashes carefully, and, 
after the orchards are plowed, scatter 
the ashes over the plowed ground liber- 
ally and harrow the ground well. 

A teaspoonful of spirits of turpentine 
in a pint and a half of corn meal is con- 
sidered one of the best "remedies for 
giipes when fed to young chickens. 

Rotating crops and turning under 
vegetable matter is manuring in itself, 
and is the best manuring we can do — 
it is permament if regularly kept up. 

Thin out instead of shortening in a 
tree when you transplant it. It is a 
mistaken notion that it is the proper 
way to cut off ail the ends of the limbs. 
Not only does the linden tree produce 
honey in great abundance, but its qual- 
ity is regarded by many as equal, if not 
superior, to that yielded by white 
clover. 

When you wash young trees use a 

cloth. On old ones a stiff scrub-brush 

better, as it will dislodge insects that 

have taken up quarters beneath the 

les of bark. " 

Potatoes may be cut and sprouted 
wherever placed upon a heap of horse 
manure, covered with a few inches of 
soil, and then taken up and set in the 
hills, where they are roady to grow. It 
is some expense and trouble to do this, 
but the remuneration is sometimes found 
in the early maturing of the crop. 

Manure, says our country Homo must 
be evenly and intimately mixed with 
the soil. Neither of these points can bo 
secured unless the manure is fine and 
dry enough to crumble. A skillful 
hand can spread such manure as evenly 
as a machine; yet the manure spreader is 
a valuable invention, one that many 
farmers may own with profit. For coarse 
manure, if it must be u?ed in that con- 
dition, the spreader is essential.

A Massachusetts woman, having an 
hour or two each day to spare from 
housework, and wishing to earn a little 
money, decided to try raising strawber- 
ries for market. Her piece of land was 
fifty-seven feet long, and averaged fifty- 
seven feet wide. The plants were well 
taken care of through the season, and 
the last of October the bed received a 
final hoeing, and a little later the plants 
were mulched about two inches deep 
with pin needles. Before the picking 
commenced, she bargained with 
a market-man, a mile and a half distant, 
to take all her berries, by allowing him, 
as his share, four cents a. basket for all 
berries sold for twenty cents, and over, 
and three cents for those bringing less. 
In picking, she was careful to put in 
only sound fruit, to have as large ber- 
ries at the bottom of the basket as on 
top, and to have them heaped as high 
as the crate would allow. It being a 
poor year for strawberries, owing to 
drouth, which did not nffect her low 
ground, she received good prices. None 
were sold for less than fifteen cents a 
basket. Tho entire crop sold was 35Q 
baskets, for which she received fifty- 
two dollars and eighty cents. Expenses 
were twenty-one dollars and fifty-fivt 
cents, leaving a net profit of thirty-on( 
dollars and twenty-five cents,— [Ameri 
can Agriculturist.
